In 
forty-two cases the germ is found to be 
nearly identical with that which pro¬ 
duces dysentery in adnlta.

Terre Haute, Ind., Sept. 8.—Thomas 
Burke is dead at bis home here with his 
head almost completely severed from hi* 
body, while his wife is in a dangerous 
condition, from either knife or razor 
wounds, inflicted by Matthew i Alexan¬ 
der, a colored man, who had been em¬ 
ployed about the house for the past five 
years. Alexander entered the room 
in which Mrs. Burke was sleeping with 
her 13-year-old daughter at. midnight, 
while her husband lay asleep bn a couch 
on the other side of the room. Mrs. 
Burke was awakened by feeling the edge 
of a sharp instrument drawn across her 
cheek and her screams aroused her hus¬ 
band. Burke rushed to the rescue of his 
wife, but he was ouly partially awake 
when h« was slashed across the neck 
and face by the negro. When Burke fell 
dying upon the floor, the negro rushed 
out of a side door, but attempted to re¬ 
enter the room after the door had been 
closed by Mrs. Burke. Burke died al¬ 
most instantly. No caused is known for 
the tragedy, aa Alexander had been well 
treated and trusted by the family. He 
was said ,to have been a slave to the 
eocoaine habit recently, and he may have 
been under the influence of the drug. 
The negro has not been captured, but 
many men threatened to lynch him If he 
should be caught. 

Found Dead. 

Chicago, 8opt. 0.—The body of a 
man thought to be William Bartholin, 
accused of the murder of his mother 
and sweetheart in Chicago a month ago, 
was found In n field m ar Ixowtbor, In., 
2S0 miles from Chicago. He had been 
shot in the head, and a pistol lay near 
by. In the rnau’s pocket was a letter 
confessing the murder of “two women 
in Chicago.** and one signed “Minnie

London, Sept.'The Cape parliament, 
recently assembled, lias got down to busi¬ 
ness, and Sir Gordon Sprigg, prime min¬ 
ister aud treasurer of the colony, is In 
the thick of the trouble that has been 
brewing for him over since Mr. Cham¬ 
berlain decided, with the Cape premier's 
approval, that the Capo constitution 
should not be suspended. 

No sooner was that decision taken 
than Dr. Smartt and tile other Progres¬ 
sive members of parliament, who want¬ 
ed the constitution suspended, formed an 
"antl-Sprlgg" party. Probably they will 
do everything (losHihle to hamper Sir 
John in his policy of conciliut'ng the 
Bond—as tiie Africander wing of the 
parliament is culled—and to get the fiery 
Dutchmen forming it to paw the war in¬ 
demnity bill nnd the other important 
measures which the home government la 
anxious to see made law. 

That the Bond itself will tuko a lot of 
pacifying is certain. It is supreme in 
the Cape parliament, and its leaders 
are crafty and supposedly only awaiting 
their opportunity to make the premier 
nil sorts of trouble. Perhaps it would 
have been better, after nil. if Mr. Cham- 
lierlain had taken I*ord Milner's advice 
■nd, after suspending the constitution, 
instructed the crown representatives to 
make some redistribution of seats in the 
parliament that would have tuken the 
power ont of the hands of the African¬ 
ders. For one can hardly expect that 
tiie “disloyal Dutch," who sided with the 
Transvaal nnd the Orange River Colony 
during the war. are going to work heart 
and soul together bringing about the 
federation of the South African states, 
and especially that they an going to 
vote tli-* in selves out of power by (Hissing 
the redistribution bill which Sir Gordon 
Sprigg menus to introduce after n while. 

The colonial secretary, of course, act¬ 
ed on the principle that even as big a 
political fight ns that which seems to be 
brewing in the <’n|»e Colony is preferable 
to such a drastic action on the part of 
the government of tiie Empire as wlih- 
Arawlng the magnn charts of one of Its 
states, even temporarily. He thinks the 
precedent a had one. » His action, how¬ 
ever, may lead to the overthrow of the 
Nprigg ministry. Daring the first part 
of the Cape parliament's sesaioii the 
Bond is expected to “lie low." it is be¬ 
lieved its members will pass the indem¬ 
nity bill and the other preliminary meas¬ 
ures with the utmost cheerfulness. 
When, however, the redistribution bill 
comes up the Bond will no louger hide 
Its policy, but will put 8ir Gordon 
Rprigg and his ministry out of office as 
soon as may be. 

With the Bond lenders getting ready 
to knife Kir John, nud the “loyal" Pro- 
greaslvcs throwing iu their lot with them 
out of pique, the premier will have to 
put up a hard and "heady" fight if he 
aucceeds in circumventing them. 

But the primer is nil old campaigner, 
with no oud of delermi nation an<l 
shrewdness, and if lie dees not know 
Honth African politics from one end of 
their nlphnhet to the other it la not be¬ 
cause lie haan't played them almost ex¬ 
clusively for the last 35 years. Having 
gone to tiie Cape Colony in 18G8, he en¬ 
tered tiie parliament in 18(19. beta mo 
prime minister in 1878, held the office 
until 1881, was colonial treasurer from 
1881 to 1885. Then he held both offices 
until 1800, became treasurer nguin in 
1800, and since has doubled the two 
post* until the present time. 

Sir John, who is now 02, came from 
South Africa to I^ondon for the corona¬ 
tion and to be present at tiie conference 
of colonial premiers, of which he was 
one of the most interesting figures, until 
the approaching assembly of tiie Cape 
parliament necesitated his hurrying back 
to the keen struggle which many people 
believe will prove his Waterloo.

The Quadra went North from Vancou¬ 
ver, where £iol. Anderson boarded her. 
She stopped first at Pointer Rocks, 
Green and Grey islands, off Port Simp¬ 
son, and near the Alaska boundary line. 
Lights have been recommended for 
these places, which were closely Inspect¬ 
ed. A survey was made at Ksntse inlet, 
the head of Finlayson Arm, to ascertain 
its adaptability for anchorage. Sound¬ 
ings were taken in the Hole-in-the-Wall 
passage, which extends from Discovery 
to Calm islands. 

As to the recommendations he intended 
making to his department. Col. Ander¬ 
son explained that he would be unable 
to make them public, as they were con¬ 
fidential until they were dealt with at 
headquarters. Ills trip, he skid, was very 
satisfactory and pleasant. **I am here,” 
he said, ‘‘to look into the wants of three 
route—the northern, Flung the east coast 
of the Island and the outside route, or the 
West Coast We leave on the latter 
trip this afternoon, returning Thursday.” 
The Colonel added that he did not think 
he would go beyond Clayoquot. 

Col. Anderson was here four years sgo 
for the same purpose—the establishment 
of aids to navigation in these waters.

ONE THING NEEDFUL. 


TO the Editor:—Victoria has got a 
Tourist Association, but no place where 
a tourist cau go aud bathe comfortably 
iu tike summer time. Victoria has got 
her train made up without the locomo¬ 
tive to give it motion. The Tourist As¬ 
sociation b an excellent institution, pro¬ 
vided there is anything to do for the 
tounst when he or she arrives in Vic¬ 
toria. Bathiug iu the sammer in a com¬ 
forts Me place, at a reasonable tempera¬ 
ture can be had at other places on the 
Pacific Const. The want of this acqui¬ 
sition to Victoria is a hopeless disqualifi¬ 
cation, so much so as to handicap the 
*fforts of any tourist association. Other 
place* on the Pacific Coaat have also 
oicycie paths, instead of which Victoria 
has grass in the gutters, long nails in 
ihe sidewalks, spring boards at intervals, 
and openings that are wide enongh for 
a lady going to church on a certain Nun- 
day evening last winter to drop right 
through up to the waist. What percent¬ 
age of useful effort can a tourist asmxln- 
tiou effect in such a place? It l* necea- 
mry to make a sudden departure and to 
procure some countervailing attraction 
to neutralize some of the invidious dis¬ 
tinctions as compared with neighboring 
place*, adn It is doubtful if a better en¬ 
terprise than good swimming baths in a 
central position for ladies and gentlemen 
both conld be selected. All the other 
improvements referred to can be made, 
but yet they would not compensate for 
the want of good summer bathing, in 
fact, th*»y would only Intensify the neces¬ 
sity. The city of Victoria wanta a bet¬ 
ter water supply. The city has got the 
legal advantage of being able to obtain 
nn excellent water supply both as re¬ 
gards volume and pressnre for six cents 
per thousand gallons, without the obliga¬ 
tion of laying more than two miles of 
pipe and some other work that might 
amount In all to eighty thousand dollars, 
and yet it is common enongh to hear 
men talking seriously about going to 
Hooke lake for water and spending from 
ton to twenty times the above amount 
to obtain the same result Victoria has 
plenty of associations and leagues, but 
their action ia very diffuse. They do not 
seem to be able to focus their efforts 
upon practical things for the general ad¬ 
vantage of all; things that are reason¬ 
able and within the financial strength of 
the community. 

There Is no present necessity to raise 
millions for the benefit of the next gen¬ 
eration. It is surely better to raise a few 
hnndred thousand for present necessity. 
There la a mossback element here, and 
there ore visionaries and people who 
strive after things useless and unattain¬ 
able. These people sometimes obtain 
more support than the practicability of 
their proposals require, and this, in fact, 
does - not advance the interests of the 
city, but the reverse. 

The future of Victoria as a place for 
tourists to come to Is the first nnd most 
attainable object in sight at the present 
time, and the best method of reducing 
this idea to practical form Is to have 
these swimming baths hollt as soon as 
may be. There is no donbt that it can¬ 
not ho done without municipal assist¬ 
ance, and there are good rensona why 
that municipal assistance should he riv¬ 
en.

The problem of utilising the raw ma¬ 
terials which the various provinces of 
Canada possess in snch abundance in 
such a manner as will inure to the 
greatret advantage of all sections of our 
country is one which must engage the 
attention of the statesmen and practical- 
minded men of the Dominion for a 
considerable time to come. And iu the 
solution of the problem a great deal 
must necessarily depend upon the de¬ 
velopments of the times. The manufac¬ 
turers of the United States, always ou 
the lookout for advantages to them¬ 
selves, having at all seasons the ears of 
the representatives of the country in 
Cougresa, have coutrivod to shape legis¬ 
lation entirely in their own interests. The 
consumers of their products, without 
cohesion and incapable of concerted ac¬ 
tion* have been incapable of exerting an 
influence commensurate with the im¬ 
portance of their position as representing 
the great mass of the population upon 
the legislation which passes through 
Congress. 

As an illustration, take the case of the 
lumber Industry of Ontario. Tbe great 
white pine areas along the northern bor¬ 
der of the Eastern and Middle States 
have been practically exhausted. Many 
of the American saw mills depended for 
their operations upon the logs they pur¬ 
chased In Ontario. The United States 
lumbermen foresaw the possibility of this 
supply being cut off by the imposition 
by the Dominion government of an ex¬ 
port duty upon logs. They persuaded 
Congress to enact a measure which they 
felt would make their calling aura. It 
waa enacted that in case of an export 
duty being imposed upon logs the im¬ 
port duties upon sawn lumber entering 
the United Staten should be automatical¬ 
ly increased by an amount very con¬ 
siderably in excess (we believe doable) 
the amount of export duties. The Am¬ 
erican lumbermen no doubt thought they 
hod guarded their position most effec¬ 
tively when they secured tbe co-opera - 
. tion of Congress in the guardianship of 
their privileges and obtained Its power¬ 
ful 'assistance in maintaining them in a 
position to charge a higher rate to con¬ 
sumers for their products than they 
I could possibly nave done if the market 
were open. It would have been impos¬ 
sible for the Dominion government to 
hsve acted without disturbing business 
and entailing great hardship upon indi¬ 
viduals. But the United States lumber¬ 
men, with all their ’cuteness, forgot that 
the Ontario government owned tbe tim¬ 
ber resources they were exploiting with 
snch benefit to themselves. The Ross 
government did not impose export duties, 
as claimed by the Colonist. No provin¬ 
cial government has the power to im¬ 
pose duties any kind. The Ontario 
government 1 reply exercised Its rights 
an tile owner of the timber, and made 
regulations compelling the manufacture 
of all logs taken from cro^n lands into 
lumber within the province. The con- 
seqnonoe is that many milts have been 
removed from Michigan Into Ontario. 
Thp exodus will become greater as the 
timber on the southern side of the 
boundary line disappears. It Is being 
cleared up now with a rapidity which Is 
alarming to all but those who are in¬ 
terested in making all the profit possible 
out of what remains. 

It is safe to assume that all the people 
of Canada, of whatsoever political 
proclivities or opinions, are heartily in 
favor of measures they believe designed 
to secure the greatest return from tbe 
exploitation of the natnrni resources of 
the country. But in th* shaping of Umj 
necessary measures the interests of U 10 
great body of consumers must be safe-

5 hpjr.Wip hardly be able to explaii 
away the facts. The chlmnoys have not 
only arrived; the belching clouds of smoke 
betoken the activity that prevails within 
the structures underneath. Nor is that 
all. The fanners from the Bast even 
to the West are in a more prosperous 
condition than they ever were in the his¬ 
tory of the country. Their increase has 
atSded to the increase of mil classes. How . 
has all this been brought about? Simply 
by the inauguration of s common sense 1 
ffftltcy ; by the substitution of practical 
measures for the phantasma of the 
N. I\; by the cultivation of the 
British market, which ia the chief 
source of the wealth—and moat 
continue to be the chief source of the 
wealth—of Canada. The National 
Policy was designed to curtail trade with 
Great Britain. It could have no other; 
effect. It was known that It would 
prove nn offence to the people of tho 
Mother Country. When this was pointod 
out, tlie trumpet blast of defiance was 
raised: “80 much the worse for British 
connect ion.” In affect: "What do we 
..care l.»r British connection, if that alli¬ 
ance stands in tur way of our attaining 
power.” The adoption of the policy of 
a British preference removed at once the 
feeling of resentment in Great Britain. 
It did more. It called attention to and 
udvertb,ed Canada in a most effective j 
monn-r. People who had heard but little j 
and rated about as little for this countrj 
were made a ware that we formed » 
pari of the British Empire, were proud 
of her history and achievements and 
were as anxions for her welfare aa the 
most toy ill Briton at home. Tho na¬ 
tural result followed. There was an un- 
preu\I:aU*d demand on the British 
market for the products of Canada. A 
practical farmer was at the h*ad of the 
department of agriculture for the first 
time in twenty years, and he made It 
his special business to provide the most 
modem transportation facilities betwsen

There has been an enormous salmon 
pack In Alaska this year. Col. II. M. 
Kutchln, special agent for the United 
States treasury department, who has 
just completed an official visit to every 
one of the 00 canneries in Alaska, has 
aubmlttt'd his report. 

Speaking of the Northern pack Ool. 
Kutchln said in Seattle s few days ago: 

“Of course It Is not policy for me to 
tell what my report will be before It is 
submitted to iny super lore, but R Is sale 
to say that the pack this season over- 1 
reached 2,000,000 cases. Joist year's 
pack was 2,100,000. An increase of 
many thousand cases will be shown. 

"Though the season was somewhat of 
a failure on the Fraser river end the 
Puget Sound, it was a banner year In 
Alaska. The great trouble is that the 
fishing season is so brief that a little de¬ 
lay of any kind will materially affect the 
total pack. For instance, the five days* 
strike In the Xushagnk canneries was a 
great misfortune there. Five days is 
el out one-fourth of an entire season, so 
it can bo easily estimated what the lots* 
was to the rannerynxn of that district. 

“The cannery men are beginning to 
nv>re fully realise that It is to their own 
interest to care for the props cation of 
the fish and nor do anything that would 
tend to decrease the snpplr. The only 
enses where wo found the law was not 
obeyed in this resnect wore in streams 
whore Ignorant fi«hermeu or natives had 
barricaded and wore using traps out of 
the hours assigned. 

“The laws are very stringent In this 
regard. and an* doing a great deal of 
good In tlje way they are intended. In 
a nutshell, they provide that the fish 
shall hare ingress to streams thst they 
may spawn. To make this possible no 
barricade* or obstructions across the 
mouth of nny streams nn» nllrgftsl. No, 
net* or traps can In* set mor* than one- ( 
third war across n stream. Nets cannot 
be set laterally within 100 yards of each 
other. A closed season obtaining from 
Friday midnight to i» o’clock fbmday 
morning must l»e observed. During this 
time the fish arc not to be molested. 
Fishing above tidewater Is forbidden in 
any stream loss then 100 yards wide. 
These, though not all of tile restrictions 
placed on fldiing. serve to give nn Idea 
of the precautions tint the government 
Is taking against the decrease of the fish 
snp’idy. 

"The tun as a general rule was very 
heary tlLa year In one place thst I 
visited It wna especially heavy. This 
was at Kogiung, on the east side of 
Bristol hay. At the extreme northern
